ordinance framed. 


The entire unsewered portion of 
Reno will be affected. The work will 
give to the residents of the south side, 
the Burke addition and the Morrill- 
Smith addition in the northern part, 
service which they have desired. City

>je built in fifteen months. 
Bonds Five Per Cent 


The bonds for the sewers will be of 
the $1000 denomination. 
They will 
bear interest at the rate of five per 
cent per year, and will run thirty years 
with an option of ten years. 
.The salaries of the firemen hero 
were raised ten dollars a month on 
the recommendation of Chief Webster. 
The men now receive $75 and $80 a 
month.
